FORFEITS FIFTEEN MILLION 
ACRES 


OF THE PUBLIC DOMAIN. 


So Snys tho Ciiltod Stotos Conercss— P 


fmjro of tlio BUI by tlio Senate— A 


Break Between 
Beck and 


aiorjron — Capital >~otoa. 


Crrr, Feb. 20.— During tbo 


debate on tbo Texas Pacitic land grant 
forfoituro bill, Sborman offorod an amend- 
ment to carry out a suggestion previously 
niado by him, moving that tbo lands de- 
clared forfeited sbould not bo opon for 
homestead entry for tbo space of two years. 
Tlio consideration of tliis amondmon'j gave 
rise to an exciting and most unoxpectod par- 
se-no! "scono" bot^voen Bock of Kentucky, 
and Morgan of Alabama. It commence:! by 
Bock stating that when congress in 1S7S 
passed Use Thurman bill, ho [Bock] bopoJ 
that tlioy woro at last going to do something 
to control those groat railroads. 
Hut, v.'bon- 


over tho houso soat up a bill for this purposo, 
it was WUod by a counter proposition. It was 
evident this bill was about to bo killoJ in 
tbis manner, just as tbo Reagan mtor statu 
commerce bill had boon killed by a. counter 
'proposition. Ho was going to oppose even 
good amondmoats, rather than liavo tbo bill 
fall between tbo two bouses. 


Morgan [very rod in tlio faco, but speak- 


ing in calm and measured tones] said tho 
ofl'ort of the sonator from Kentucky to im- 
peach 
Lis [Horgan's] 
Democracy 
be- 


cause 
lio 
did -i^not 
support 
the 


Roagan bill, sbould not dotor him from 
pursuing 
tbo 
courso bo doomod right. 


"I was in tbo Democratic party," ho said, 
"boforo tho senator from Eentucky enjoyed 
tbo privileges of citizenship, and it does not 
rest with him to impoach my Democracy by 
such flings as that." 


Bock [quito as rod In tbo faco as Morgan, 


but equally doliberato in speech] rose to re- 
ply. 
Ho said : "I made no allusion to tho 


senator from Alabama, or any other sonutoi 
Ho was not as important in my ojtiniation. 
in regard to theso matters, as ho may tiiink 
lie is." Boclc then explained that tho senator 
from Obio had offered nn amendment, xvbic'.i 
ho [Bock] thought might delay tbo Mltlo- 
mout of this question two years, and it was 
toward that amendment his remarlw woro 
directed. Ho continued: "I did not happen 
to bo born in this country, but I wn* not 
cousulcod about it. I havo been a citizou of 
tho Dmtod Status sinco 1838. That is a food 
while ago. 
Tho senator may have been a 


very important public man at that dato, 
but I doubt whether bo was. I have on- 
disavored to perform my duty as a public 
man to tho best of iny ability since that 
time. If tho senator from Alabama thipki 
it adds to his dignity, or detracts from mj 
"standing, that I was born in Ireland, ho ir 
welcomo tj ''11 ho con make out of that 
fling." 


Tho controversy 
was carried on still 


further, Morgan remarking that no Scotch- 
man worthy of tbo name would regard an 
allusion to hia country al a reflection upon 
him. Boclc rotortod that) tho remarks nmdo 
by tbo sonator from Alabama woro unworthy 
of tbo senate, and Sforgan by way of finul 
rojoindor said that fco uovor indulged in 
remarks unworthy of tho senate, though, iu 
rbis respect, bo might find examples Eotby 
tho senator from Kontucky.

A uuir-bor of amendments wore otforod to 


tho bill, but tbo Irionds of tbo bill opposed 
'amendments because thoy would endanger 
tho passago of tbe bill through both houses 
at this congress, and all tbo amendments 
wore voted down. Tho bill passed as it camo 
1'rom tbo committee. The committee made 
several amendments in tho houso bill, but 
iiono of thorn change it. in any important 
feature, so that there will bo no trouble 
about getting tho points adjusted in a con- 
ference committee. 


Tho bill re-stores to tho public domain 


15,000,000 acres of land and passed by a vote 
of 55 to 2, tho only senators who cared to go 
on record m opposition to it being Blair, of 
Now Hampshire, aud Bowon, of Colorado. 


Following is tho text of the bill as passed: 
Bo it enacted, etc., That ail land* granted 


tbo Texas Pacific railroad company under 
an act ontitlod "An act to incorporate tin; 
Texas PaciQc Eailroad company and to aid 
in tho construction of its road, and for other 
purposes," aprrovod Slach 3, 1871, and acts 
amendatory thereof , or supplemental thereto, 
bo, and they aro horoby, declared forfeited, 
and tho wholo of said lands restored to the 
public domain and made subject to disponal 
under tlio general laws of tbo United States, 
as though said grant had novor boon made:
